News comes from Spartanburg, one of the best 
cotton-growing conaties of this state, of'a new 
cotton plant, which, if itis as claimed, . will 
make a wonderful revolution in the: agricul- 
tural and cotton ofl interests of the nation. T. 
Fergusen,an experienced cotton planter, 
claims to have a cotton plant which will pro- 
dace nothing but cotton seed without the lint. 
His statoment.is briefly as follows: 

te claims that there isa male and female 
cotton plant—the male being designated, he 
thinks, by the red caiks, The seeds are vari- 
colored, the shades being generally blue, green 
and . white, and of course cannot. be 
distinctly , specified: Given — this fact, 
Ferguson commenced, some time 
ago, to - _pick out the male 
plants, and with the seed extracted from them 


planted another patch separately. When the - 


crop was ready for picking the male plants 
were again selected and the production of 
séeds planted separately again. This process 
of selecting the male plants was kept up until 
at last the lint refused to germinate and noth- 
ing is left in the bolls save a large amount of 
seed. The amount of seed contained in the 
boll ig more than equal to the weight of the 
lint and seed found in the average sized bo!l 
of cotton. Ferguson claims*that he can pro- 
duce four hundred bushels of seed to the acro 
by this new discoyery. where only thirty-five 
bushels are now gathered with the lint. He 
has been very eareful in producing the results 
given above-—to obliterate atl vestige of lint 
from a boll of cotton—andfhas succeeded ina 
most remarkable manner. Other experienced 
planters have been shown Ferguson’s new dis- 
covery and are much strack with it, 

An expert who was shown the plant and 
bolis, said the boil has the appearance, both on 
the exterior and the interior, of a regular boll 
| cotton «after the lint has been picked out, 

1e seed are a little largerthan the common 
seed and are perfectly free from any semblance 
of lint... The bolls are filled with these seed, 
which areas numerous as okra seed in a pod 
of okra, The revolution that will be effected 
by this new cotton plant, ifit can be cultivated 
successfully, will be beyond calculation. 
If Ferguson’s calculations are correct, 
the cotton oil buisiness will 
be entirely revolutionized. The planters who 
now raise cotton are fortunate if the can make 
200 pounds of lint cotton to the acre. Count- 
ing the value of cotton seed at S50 an acre is 
considered a big return to planters in this 
state. Ferguson claims that his new cotton 
seed plant will yield at least $90 an acre. This 
amount he says will be obtained from 400 
bushels of cotton seod at twenty cents per 
bushel, that being the present price paid for 
the raw seed. The state agricultural bureau 
will investigate the matter,

Mr. High and his family were at din- 
net on the.fioor below, and when the shooting 
was heard. together with the noise of breaking 
glass, there was a sudden Joss of appetite on 
the part of every one at the table. Mr. High 
grabbed a poker and headed a procession up the 
stairway, and when the large rear bedroom on 
the second floor twas reached nothing was found 
but the broken mirror and an opeu window, 

By this time the whole fashionable neigh-— 
borhood wasin an uproar. Private telepones 
were set at work, and the East Chicago ay- 
enue station patrol wagon, with a ioad of offi- 
cers, was summoned. The arrival of the 
police added to the excitement, and there 
were rumors thata double murder had been 
committed. An investigation showed that 
some one had placed a ladder against the rear 
wall of Mr. High’s house, and had forced the 
window and entered, 

The room door was open, and the light from 
the hall fell upon the mirror in such a way as 
to give tlie impression that some one Was ap- 
proaching through the door. 


REPORT OF THE MONEY -MAKER. 


Value of Gold and Silver Sent 
Mint. 


WASHINGTON, November 3.— The director of 
the mint has submitted to the secretary of the 
taeasury his annual report. He says the value 
of gold deposited was $48,900,712, of which 
$31,440,778 consisted of the product of mines 
of the Uuited States, a falling off in gold pro- 
duct of about one million doljars, as compared 
with the prévious fiscal year. Silver received 
aggrcgated $35,627,273 standard ounces of coin- 
ing value of $41,457,190. Of silyer received, 
$32,895,985 standard ounces of counting value 
of $38,278,964 was classified as of domestic 

roduction. Profit on the coinage of silver 

ollars during the year was $9,370,062 and on 
subsidary silver coins, $32,987; total coinage of 
silyer dollars under the Bland act to Novem- 
ber, 1889, was $343,638,001, and total profit on 
silver coinage to July 1, 1889, $57.378,254; net 
profit after deducting expenses for distribu- 
tion and wastage for eleven years ended June 
30, 1880, was $56,349,737. The director recom- 
mends legislation looking towards a disconttn- 
uance of coinage of $3 and $4 gold pieces and 
the three-cent nickel pieces and withdrawal 
from circulation of pieces of those denomina- 
tions now outstanding.

That affair 
was settled before he left Washington some 
days ago. A disnatch from’ the City of Mex 
ico, received:‘some time ago, stated there was 
great indignation there on account of the 
speech made by Mr. Mizner in Costa Rica on 
Seen his credentials as minister of the 

Jnited States to the Central American states. 
It was stated that Mizner had refletted. upon 
Mexico in connection with the bou ry dis- 
a between that country and Guatemala. 

r. Romero said that the remarks of Mr. 
Mizner had been officially disavowed and 
nothing further. would be done in the matter 
by Mexico. 

‘There has been,”’ he added, ‘“‘no intention 
to ask for Mr. Mizner’s recall, as that was not 
what wasdesired, Minister Mizner having 
made the statements he did the Mexican gov- 
ernment wanted to know whether the insult 
was made by the United States, and it has 
now been assured that the utterances were un 
authorized and that settles it.” 

The Official Diario, containing a copy of 
Secretary Blaine’s letter of disayowal, has 
been received hore, The following is a trans~ 
lation of this letter; 

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt of your 
note of the 8th iustant,. in which by instructions of 
the secretary of foreign relations of Mexico, accom- 
panied by the full text of Senior Marashelz’s let- 
ter to you, dated the 13th, you 
complain. in the name of your government of 
certain allusions: madé ty the ministers of the 
United States in Central America, in presenting his 
credentials as envoy extraordinary and minister

The impropriety and imprudent character of re- 
marks reterred to was noticed by the department 
when the speech was received and instructions 
were sent to Mr. Migner on the subject on Septem- 
ber 19th, expressing sincere regret at his words and

I haye only a few 
local ministers, believing it better to allow 
some members of the church to conduct the 
services. I send them my sermons which are 
read: every Sunday. No, our Detroit church 
is pot strong. There are not more than a 
dozen’ of my followers here who cling 
to their faith, meet once a week, and become 
daily convinced that they are correct 
in thoir religion. I expect. to communé -with 
them tomorrow and then go to Jackson for a 
visit with my brother. The time is coming 
when my. church, the Churth Triamphant, or 
Perfectionist, as it is sometimes cailed will 
command the respect of the world more than 
the Christian church of today. When I am 
dead my plans will live on forever and my life 
will remain an example for my people.”’

A Rich Church Member Turns Out to Be a 
Professional Burglar, 

MONTREAL, Quebec, November 3.—For a 
long time past the usually peaceful village of 
Boucherville, ashort distance on the river 
below here, has been the scene of a series of 
burglaries which defied detection. About 


three weeks ago the villagers formed them- 
selves into a patrol for the discovery of the 
thief, but without success. A few days ago 
Arthur Thomas, a grocer, who had been one 
of the principal victims, and his son deter- 
wined to watch for the burglar, Mr. Thomas 
armed himself with a gun charged with salt. 

About 2 o’clock yesterday morning the 
watchers heard a noise in the back of the store, 
Proceeding thither in the darkness, Mr. 
Thomas saw the form of a man and ordered 
him to surrender. The intrader turned to flee. 
The storekeeper fired upon him and the robber 
fell with a charge of salt in his neck and head. 
Thinking he had killed the man, Mr. Thomas 
called on his son to bring a light. While he 
was doing so the stranger jumped to his feet 
and made off, 

Father and son at once gave chase, overtook 
the man and tripped him up. A light was 
brought, and to the astonishment of the captors 
they discuvered in the robber an old friend 
named Arthur Carriere, a wealthy tobacco 
grower of excellent reputation in the 
neighborhood.

He appeared to be living an 
honest, upright life with his wife and family. 
He was a leading member-of church, and was 
never known to be scen on the streets after 
dark. He had been frequently heard to declare 
that no money could tempt him to leave his 
house after 9 o’clock at night. 

He was severely wounded and plead for 
money and secrecy. His captors, instead of 
handing him over to the police, conveyed him 
to his home, where the circumstances were 
made known to his wife and daughter. The 
women joined their pleadings with those of the 
chief for mercy. Carriere swore that he had 
only stole $90 from Mr. Thomas, and offered 
to immediately make good that amount if he 
was not ex The necessary promise be- 
ing given, Carriere paid the money.

'DR. TALMAGE’S GOODBY 


AN IMPRESSIVE FAREWELL SERMON 


He Goes to Visit Bethlehem, Nazareth and 
Jerusalem—It is a Solemn Thing 
to Part. 


New YORK, ON THE CiTy OF PARIS, 
October 29.—The Mey: TL. De Witt Talmage, 
D. D., of Brotitlya, on his embarkation for 
the holy lan@ by tle steamer City of Paris, 
addressed his millions of friends through the 
press, taking for his text Acts xx, 38: ‘‘ And 
they accompanied him unto the ship.”” His 
sermon is printed below at full length: 

To the more than twentyfive million people 
in many countries to whom my sermons come 
week by week, in English tongue and by 
translation, through the kindness of the news- 
paper press, I address these words. I dictate 
them to a stenographer on the eve of my de- 
parture for the holy land, Palestine. When 
yon read this sermon I will be in mid-Atlantic. 

go to be gone a few weeks on a religious 
journey. I go use I want for my- 
self and hearers and “readers to see 
Bethlehem, and Nazareth, and Jerusa- 
lem and Calvary, and all the other places con- 
nected with the Saviour’s life and death, and 
so reinforce myself for sermons... I go also be- 
cause I am writing the ‘“‘Life of Christ,"’ 
can be more necurate and graphic when I have 
been an eyewitness of the sacred places. Pray 
for my successful journeying and my safe re- 
turn, | 
I wish on the eve of departure to pronounce 
a loving benediction upon all. my friends in 
high places and low, upon congregations to 
whom my sermons are read in absence of pas- 
tors, upon groups gathered out on prairies and 
in mining districts, upon all sick and invalid 
and aged ones who cannot attend churches, 
but to whom I have long administered through 
the printed page. My next sermon will be ad- 
dressed to you from Rome, Italy, for I feel 
like Paul when he«said: ‘So, as much asin 
me is, I am ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Kome also.”’ The fact is that Paul 
was ever moving abouton land or sea. He 
was an old sailor—not from occupation, but 
from frequency of travel. Ithink he could 
have taken a vessel across the Mediterranean 
as well as some of the ship captains. The sai 
lors never scoffed at him for being a “land 
lubber.’’ If Paul’s advice had been taken, the 
crew would never have gone ashore at Melita, 

When the vessel went seudding under the 
bare poles Paul was the only self possessed 
man on board, and, turning to the excited crew 
and despairing passengers, he exclaims, ina 
voice that sounds above the thunder of the 
tempest and the wrath of the sea: “Be of good 
cheer,’”’ 

The men who now go to sea with maps and 
chartsand modern compass, warned by buoy 
and lighthouse, know nothing of the perils of 
ancient navigation. Horace said that the man 
who first ventured on the sea must have had a 
heart bound with oak and triple brass. People 
then ventured only from headland to headland 
and trom island to island, and not until long 
after spread their sail for a voyage across the 
sea. Before starting, the weather was watched, 
and, the vessel having been hauled up on the 
shore, the mariners placed their shoulders 
against the stern of the ship and heaved it off, 
they at the last moment leaping~into it. 
Vessels were then chiefly ships of 
burden—the transit of passengers being the ex- 
ception ; for the world was not then migratory 
as in ourday, when the first desire of a man 
in one place seems to be to get into another 
place. The ship from which Jonah was thrown 
overboard, and that in whicli Paul was carried 
prisoner, went out chietly. With the idea of 
taking a cargo. As now, so then, vessels were 
acctstomed to carry a flag. In those times it 
was inscribed with the name ofa heathen 
deity. A vessel bound for Syracuse had on 
the inscription ‘‘Castor and Pollux.’”’ The 
ships were provided with anchors. Anchors 
were of two kinds; those that were dropped 
into the sea, and those that were thrown up 
on the rocks to hold the vessel fast. This last 
kind was what Paul alluded to when he said: 
‘*‘Which hope we have as-an anchor of the soul, 
both sure and steadfast, and which 
entereth into that within the vail.”’ 
That was what the sailors calla “hook 
anchor.’”’ The rocks and sand bars, shoals and 
headlands, not being mapped out, vessels car- 
ried.a plumb line. They would drop 1t and 
find the water fifgv fathoms, and drop it again 
and find it forty fathoms,and drop it again 
and find it thirty fathoms, thus discovering 
their near approach tothe shore. In the

LOSS. 


The Schofield Block in Flames—Good Work 
of the Firemen Sayes Several Hotels— 
‘The Losses. 

Maco¥, Ga., November 3.—[Special.]—Fire 
broke out this morning at 2:40 in the Schofield 
building, adjoining Hollingsworth block, on 
Poplar street, and destroyed nearly $100,000 
worth of property. 

The loss would have been very much greater 
had it not been for the efficient work of the 

‘ fire department. On one side of the burned 
bailding was tho Gunn block of 
two story brick stores, and on the 
other side is the Hollingsworth 
block with the Nataional and Commercial 
hotels, numerous stores, and adjoining is the 

Brown house. Had the flames not been con- 

fined to the Schofield block a half million dol- 

jare worth of property might have been de- 
ed. A dead wall betWeen the Hollings- 
worth and Schofield’s blocks and the extra 
work of the firemen, is what kept the 
between ninety and one hundred thous- 

d dollars. 
reo first floor of the Schofield block was 
occupied by stores. Part of the second and 
third floors were used by the Central hotel, 

_formerly kuown as the Southern, under the 
management of Proprietor Smith. No one 
knows exactly what caused the fire, but when 
first discovered the third floor of the hotel was 
in flames and fire was scen leaping through 
the roof. Patrolman Winters turned in 
the alarm from box 2 and the 
firemen quickly responded. The fire is thought 
to have started in a room onthe third floor, 
directly over the kitchen. Another report is 
that a drunken man, a lodger, dropped a 
lighted kerosene lamp, which expleded and 
started the flames. This report, however, is 
mot geverally believed. It was also rumored 
that this party 
PERISHED IN THE FLAMES, 

but there is no evidence whatever to sub- 
stantiate this. So faras is known aj] the 
guests of the hotel escaped safely, aud no 
casualties whatever occurred. 

When the firemen arrived they carried hose 
through the hotel roof to the third floor; A 
hole was then cut in the top ceiling through 
which to play water, but the smoke poured 
through the aparture into the room in such 
great volumes that the firemen narrowly 
escaped 

DEATH FROM SUFFOCATION, 

and only succeeded in making their exit by 
following the line of hose to the sidewalk. Four 
streams of water were constantly playing on the 
devouring flames, and the fire was thus con- 
fined in the Schofield building. The block 
was totally consumed from roof to cellar. The 
flames swept through the large brick pile with 
great rapidity, and destroyed the following 
property : me

of Mr. J. 8. Schofieid, valued at $20,000. In- 
surance $15,000. The insurance only expired 
on last Friday, but was renewed by Mr. Scho- 
fiel:!.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weceklya@cview of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday, the 
total receipts have reached 808,215 bales, 
against 320,578 bales last week and 304,501 
bales the previous week; making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
1,925,076 bales, against 1,557,649 bales, for 
the same period of 1888, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 367,427 
bayes. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
$28,254 bales, of which 180,796 were to 
Great Britain, 55,670 to France and 111,788 
to the rest of the continent. The total sales 
for forward delivery for the week are 524,- 
200 bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 2,243 bales, including 321 for 
export, 1,922 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 46,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight tonight of 372,905 bales 
as compared with the same date of 1888, a 
deerease of 316,151 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1887 and an in- 
crease 4,565 bales as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 26,233 bales, and are 46,743 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
1,474 bales less than the same week last

placed there as well as the general.
